On of the most attractive sights we 
had the pleasure of witnessing, while 
at the Exposition at Norfolk, was the 
electrical illumination of the Battle- 
ships In the harbor, on one or two 
evenings. Words cannot describe the 
beauty of the scene.

feat.of this bill for one year is like- 
ly to result in an overwhelming ma- 
jority for its passage at the next ses- 
sion, just as the defeat of the anti- 
bucket shop bill last year, with the 
Gethro expulsion scandal thrown in, 
created such a situation this year that 
the bucket shops could not find any 
foothold for a fight and have been 
driven out of the state. 

Unless predictions fail, the merger 
situation will be felt in the legisla- 
tive districts this fall, for all that the 
railroad people have to do to secure 
all they want is to elect 21 senators 
who will prevent any further legis- 
lation. The present prohibition of 
merging ends July 1, 1908. No matter 
what the people want, no matter what 
sort of House is elected, if the friends 
of the merger simply elect 21 senators 
they are sure of, the situation is in 
railroad hands. It is quite possible 
that neither democrais or republi- 
cans will oppose the merger, for there 
are indications that the business men 
are coming to believe that it is not 
the merging they want to prevent but 
monopoly-abuse under merging. 
State regulation is gaining converts 
and it would not be strange if the op- 
position to merging were abandoned. 
if absolute protection for the public 
is secured. 

In the new House there have been 
a lot of promising young men, re- 
publicans and democrats, who are to 
be looked for in future political life. 
I wonder if our people realize that 
this new generation, so to speak, is 
the generation of grandchildren in 
the republican party. The “Old 
Guard” of the republicans, such men 
as Senator Hoar and Adin Thayer of 


Worcester, with their immense pres- ;} 


tige, Alanson W. Beard, and the men 
who made the republican party dur- 
ing the civil war and just after, has 
not only entirely disappeared from 
politics (with the solitary exception 
of Representative Allen of Brockton) 
but the second generation, also, has 
passed from the stage. Such men as 
ex-Goy. Long, ex-Gov. Robinson ex- 
Attorney General Pillsbury, and the 
younger men who had no part in the 
issues of the civil war,—some of them 
still living and some departed,—have 
passed mostly from the stage, and the 
men who now carry the burdens of 
the state upon their shoulders are 
those who may fittingly be called the 
political grandchildren of those who 
laid the foundations of the majority 
party. If one will take the biograph- 
ical sketches of the members of the 
legislature, not only will he find that 
the civil war is far beyond their mem- 
ories, but there are many who were 
born in the ‘70's’ and that men of the 
‘80's’ are beginning to appear on the 
stage. To such the civil war is as 
much a memory as the Revolution 
was to the “Old Guard.” On the 
whole, they have been, this year, the 
most promising group of young men 
ever seen in the legislature in recent 
years. They seem clean, able and 
honest, and there has been no scan- 
dal attaching to them. Their constitu- 
ents now see what they ought to send 
to the state house. 

Both of the Quincy representatives 
have made a good record this session. 
Mr. Hultman is the more conspicu- 
ous and has been more of a speaker, 
but Mr. Sandberg has been on his 
feet several times and has spoken 
with force. Both of them have made 
honorable records and their two terms 
have been as creditable as the most 
fault finding constituent has a right 
to expect. It is not possible for ey- 
ery man to be the foremost in the 
House and every man, even the speak- 
er, has his critics and opponents, un- 
less he is so inconspicuous as not to 
be big enough for comment. If Quin- 
cy sees fit to return one or both of 
these representatives, she will be sure 
of getiing competent and creditable 
services. 

Senator Jenney will doubtless be 
re-elected. He is a reliable republi- 
can senator. He does not believe in 
the anti-monopoly bill and he stands 
generally on the conservative side 
of the issues of the day. He is the 
sort of man as would be expected to 
be agreeable to a large majority of 
the people of his district, and it would 
require a political revolution to pre- 
vent this re-election. He is of the sort 
who make the legislature a thorough- 
ly honorable and corservative body.

Fourth in Quincy. 


Although the weather the night 
before the glorious Fourth of July 
was all that could be desired never 
has the lid been kept down better. 
There were lots of young Americas 
‘about, and they made the usual 
} amount of noise, but for pure deyviltry 
there was but little. The fire alarms 
were but few and in but one was 
there any particular damage done, 
for in each case the recall was sound- 
ed almost immediately. 

The young people began to gather 
about the streets early in the even- 

ig and burn their red fire and ex- 
plode their fireworks, so that by 
midnight the supply of many hau 
been exhausted. Then they had to 
;content themselves with blowing 
jhorns and parading about the 
streets. After midnight one could 
occasionally her the report of « 
cannon cracker in the distance but 
there was no regularity about them. 

There but it 
would seem as though they had re- 
served this fun for the night of the 
Fourth. The police were scattered 
about the city very thickly and they 
kept things well in hand, so that no 
great damage was done as far as 
could be learned. At the station. 
in addition to the regular patrol wag- 
on the police had a powerful automo- 
bile so that officers could be rushed 
to any part of the city at 
notice if they were needed. 

At the central and other fire sta- 
tions the men were on duty all night 
and made no attempt to get any sleep. 
The firemen had a quiet time of it, 
however, compared with some other 
years. For the first time for twelve 
years the Combination Hose at the 
Central Station did not go out of 
the house the night before the Fourth. 
Each section was supposed to take 
care of its own district, and they 
did it. 

During the evening 
bers of the City Council Committee 
on Fire Department were at the 
Central Fire Station and were enter- 
tained by Chief Litchfield. Lunch 
was served by Caterer Furnald. 

Most of the clubs of the city kept 
open house all the evening, although 
there was nothing special doing at 
any of them. The evening was so 
warm and mild that most of the peo- 
ple preferred to be upon the street. 

It was quite noisy in City Square 
up to 11 o'clock, but after that it 
was rather quiet until long toward 
morning when the younger element 
came out. The big boys were tired 
out by this time and were getting a 
few winks of sleep wherever they 
could find a place to lie down. The 
young people about the night before 
were not confined to boys for there 
were young ladies parading the 
streets until late. It would have 
been better if their parents had kept 
them at home.

The whole upper floor is given up 
to a public hall, whose dimensions 
are 42 by 50 feet giving a seating 
capactiy of 400.

On the westerly or Franklin 
street end is a gallery arranged with 
steps having a seating capacity of 
200. This gallery is 42 feet wide 
and 18 feet deep.

There is 
also a ticket office and cloak checking 
room. 

The hall is finished in Georgia 
pine with maple floors. The trusses, 
which are exposed to view, are of 
hard pine. They are thus placed to 
overcome the echo and the acoustic 
properties are said to be the best of 
any hall in the city. As stated else- 
where the main entrance to the hall 
is by a broad stairway located in the 
L on the southerly side of the main 
building.

Mrs. Florence A. Richards, who died 
Sept. 21; 1906, was born in Char- 
lottetown, P. E. 1, August 31, 1872. 
She was a charter member and held 
the offices of warden and chaplain.

New England Gas and Coke company 
of Boston, for the coal carrying trade, 
Was successfully launched this morn- 
ing in the presence of a large and 
enthusiastic gathering of officials of 
the Gas and Coke company and’ their 
friends as well as a large gathering 
of workmen.

Shipyard News. 


The proposed extension of tle street 
railway tothe shipyard will certainly 
be a great convenience to hundreds who 
work atthe shipyard, and it cannot 
come too soon, Probably twice as many 
will ride when they find cars at the 
gates ready to take them to all parts of 
the city.

Mayor Thompson wanted to cau- 
tion the Council against expendi- 
tures as the tax rate will be higher 
than ever before under city form. 
He had received the warrants for 
the state, county, water, sewer and 
park assessments and the aggregate 
is over $144,000, or $11,500 more than 
last year. This has to come from 
the taxpayers. In addition to this 
$30,000 will have to be raised for the 
first time for the local sewer, which 
has hitherto been met by assess- 
ment. We have made loans of $200,- 
000 the past year for schools with 
$75,000 more wanted for the Codding- 
ton. Payments of $20,000 must be 
made in addition to interest. The 
tax rate will not be less than $20 
per $1000. I warned you last year 
but you over rode my objections and 
increased the fire ani police force. 

During the passage of the annual 
appropriation order I again warned 
you, and have from time to time 
since then. It is easy to spend money 
but the day of reckoning must come. 
The money must be paid. Do you 
propose to still continue and add to 
the burden? 

The city can not employ its men 
more than eight hours per day. 
What is done by industrial firms to 
make up the half holiday by work- 
ing overtime on other days can not 
be done by the city. If the city was 
able he would have no objections. 

With the knowledge of these facts 
are you ready to put further bur- 
dens on the city?

Gloucester Chowder. Put two 
tablespoonfuls of butter into a sauce- 
pan and stir in two tablespoonfuls of 
flour; slice a half dozen potatoes and 
cover with boiling water, then put a 
piece of halibut weighing two or 
three pounds in the water with the 
potatoes, cover and cook until the fish 
falls from the bones. Skim out the 
bones, add the thickening and a 
quart of cold milk in which adozer 
Boston crackers have been allowed to 
soak for one-half hour. Cook for 
thirty minutes. 

Blackberry Fritters. Make a batter 
of one pint of milk, one egy, one 
tablespoonful sugar, one teaspoonful 
baking powder, one cup fienr and a 
half teaspoonful salt. Into tais bat- 


ter stir lightly two cups. blackber- 


ries. Have ready a kettle of boiling 
fat and drop the batter in by the 
tablespoonful. Serve with liquid 


sauce. 
Lemon Pie. The juice and grated 
rind of one lemon, one cup of water, 
one tablespoonful of cornstarch, one 
cup of sugar, one egg, and a piece 
of butter the size of a small egg. 
Boil the water, wet the cornstarch 
with a little cold water and stir in: 
when it boils up pour in the sugar and 
butter; after it cools add the egg and 
lemon; bake with an under and up- 


per crust.

(Continued from last week.) - 


At 8.30 P. M. at the Jefferson Hotel, 
Richmond, a delightful entertainment 
was given the editors by . Mr. 
Miller and his negro quartet. Mr. 
Miller was in fine trim and he told 
stories that happened before the war, 
and sang ‘‘Dixie’’ songs to the great 
delight of his listeners. He kept his 
audience happy from the start, and 
now and then he brought forward his 
quartet, whose singing was much en- 
joyed.

This is a gain of $194,610 on personal, 
and $352,450 on real estate. 

The tax rate is $11.20, a reductiot 
of thirty cents from last year, and 
$1.60 from 1905, and the lowest rate 
since 1900. The number of polls is 
1887, a gain of only 139 in five years.

Creole on Time. 

The New Orleans Picayune had 2 
flattering report of the new turbine 
steamship built by the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company, which has 
just made her first regular trip to 


New Orleans, and which is now on her 
way back to New York, having on 
board Chief Engineer Edwards, As- 
sistant Manager Brown, Electrical 
Engineer Crain and other represent- 
atives of the Fore River Company. 
The Picayune says: 

The Southern Pacific steamer Cre- 
ole, the first American-built seagoing 
turbine ship, reached port yesterday 
at 1 o'clock, just one hour behind the 
schedule which had been mapped out 
for her by her designer, W. A. Fair- 
burn, who came South to watch the 
vessel on its maiden from 
New York. 

Mr. Fairburn said that during the 
Creole's trip to New Orleans it was 
impossible for one sitting in the din- 
ing-room to detect that the ship was 
moving. There was no seasickness 
on board, because of the easy-going 
qualities of the vessel. In this re- 
spect Mr. Fairburn believes the ship 
is remarkable, and that this quality 
will make it a success so far as a 
passenger business is concerned. Its 
speed is a matter to be determined 
definitely later, 

Mr. Fairburn said: “On the trip 
South we took our time. We ar- 
ranged our schedule to reach here 
one day later than the trip is us- 
ually made in. We did not want to 
run her fast until the machinery was 
warmed up. When we started we 
went at about nine knots. Then we 
quickened our speed until 16.8 knots 
were made. This was considered ex- 
ceptionally good, as the ship was built 
for only 16 knots.” 

Mr. Fairburn says that the ex- 
periments with the Creole have been 
made the basis of contracts let by 
the national Government for the ma- 
chinery of the new battleships of the 
Dreadnought class. These experi- 
ments were made in June for the 
Government, and as a result of them 
the Government let its contracts. 

According to Mr. Fairburn, there 
are only four turbine steamers in 
America. Three of these are not 
seagoing turbines, so that the Cre- 
ole is in a unique class. She is also 
unique in that she is equipped with 
the Curtis turbines,

der income of eight dollars a month, 
which she received from the govern- 
ment as a war widow, by weaving rag 
carpets and rugs, and by doing the 
small amount of plain sewing she 
could find to do in the little village 
near which she lived.

The Salem Launched. 


With the stars and stripes as 
well as the flags of the international 
signal code waving proudly from her 
deck the United States Scout Cruiser 
Salem, a sister ship of the Birming- 
ham that was launched May 29, was 
successfully launched at the plant 
of the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
on Saturday in the presence of 
thousands who lined the shores of 
the Fore river. The river itself was 
alive with sailing craft and the 
grounds about the vessel were black 


with workmen and others. On _ the 
launching stand was a_ distinguished 
party of Navy officers as well as 
officials of the city of Salem for 
whom the cruiser was named. All 
were ready and anxiously awaiting 
for the time when they should lend 


their voice in giving the new addition 
to Uncle Sam’s navy a welcome. 

Miss Lorna Pinnock, the beautiful 
daughter of Mayor Thomas Pinnock 
of Salem was the sponser, and she 
was attended by Miss Doris Lougee 
and Miss Jeanette Lee, as maids of 
honor. The guests for the launch 
came from Boston on a special train 
that was run over the Fore River 
tracks from East Braintree, landing 
the party at the foot of the launching 
stand. As the guests alighted from 
the train they were greeted by Presi- 
dent Bowles who gave Miss Pinnock 
his arm and escorted her to the 
launching stand. 

The launching stand itself was 
gaily decorated with flags and bunt- 
ing, and suspended from the bow of 
the Salem was a long line of tri- 
colored ribbon, ending in a bottle of 
American wine, with which the 
Salem was to receive her name. 

This bottle was encased in a silken 
mesh, so that when smashed the 
glass would not fly about. As Miss 
Pinnock took her position on _ the 
stand President Bowles presented 
her with a handsome bouquet of 
American beauty roses, and bouquets 
of sweet peas were presented to the 
maids of honor. As the hammering 
beneath the vessel became louder and 
louder, Miss Pinnock grasped the 
bottle of wine firmly in her right 
hand and waited for the signal from 
President Bowles to strike. 

He kept his eye riveted upon the 
workmen beneath, and as the cruiser 
began to move he told Miss Pinnock 
to strike.

Elm Leaf Beetle. 
The destructive insect, known as 


the Elm leaf beetle, are quite common 
in some parts of the city, but owing 
to the good work of Andrew Stewart 
and his gypsy moth gang they have 
done but little damage to our trees. 
The beetle is a small worm, yellow 
in color, and about half on inch long. 
They breed very fast and their work 
is destructive.

A Quincy Stone. 


It is surprising that a movement was 
not inaugurated some weeks ago to 
secure a Quincy stone for the Pilgrim 
sbaft to be erected at Provincetown. 
On the 20th of this month the corner 
stone will be laid by President Roose- 
velt with imposing ceremonies, and 
Quincy should not be content unless it 
is announced at that time that the City 
of Presidents will be inthe list of towns 
contributing stones. 

Very few stones can date as far back 
as Quincy, as Braintree of which 
Quincy was a part was settled five 
years after the landing of the Pilgrims 
at Plymouth, The stone would read:

All of the 
Cape towns will provide tablets, and as 
new places are being listed daily a com- 
plete list is impossible, but long before 
the shaft is completed it is expected 
bundreds more will furnish stones. 
They will be inserted in the stone work 
of the interior and be in full view of 
those ascending or descendivg the shaft 
and will greatly enhance the 
beauty.

The bottom base is 7 ft. 5 in. by 6 ft. 

On the corners 
of the die are four columns elaborately 
carved, These, as well as the whole 
monument, are to be polished. On the 
face of the die in sunken bronze letters 
is the inscription, and on the reverse 
side a large American eagle carved in 
The whole monument is to 
be surmounted by a bronze statue,

Want Car Fares Equalized. | 


Rep. E. C. Hultman of Quincy has 
been asked by his constituents to, 
use his influence with the railroad 
commissioners to have certain fares =| 
the Old Colony street railway equalized, 
and in response he visited the rooms of 
the board, and entered an eloquent plea | 
in behalf of his political supporters and 
incidentally the general public. When- 
ever the people of Quincy want a con- 
cession from the street railway com- 
panies they always place the matter in 
the hands of Rep. Hultman, as ho | 
knows something about the transporta- | 
tion business and hus achieved at least’ 
one victory over a railway company. | 

The particular mission that occupied 
the mind of the representative this| 
week was an appeal that had been made | 
to him by the large number of Quiney- 
ites, who hie themselves to the white 
sands of Nantasket beach toenjoy the 
beauties and the cooling breezes of the 
state reservation, to have the through 
rate charged by the railway company 
made uniform throughout the town. 
It appears that a ticket, if purchased 
in the square, can be had for 15 cents, 
but if a would-be excursiouist takes a 
car in any other part of the town and 
rides to the square the rate is 20 cents 
to the beach. The petitioners think it 
unfair to compel them to pay an extra 
nickel for the short distance most of} 
them ride in coming to the central part 
of the town, and to rectify this alleged 
wrong Representative Hultman was 
called in, 

Another grievance that he was asked 
to tackle also related to the charge made 
by the railway company to the favored 
seashore resort. In this case it is alleged 
that a passenger boarding a Nantasket 
beach car after it leaves Quincy square 
is charged 20 cents, whereby if the car 
is taken at the square the passenger 
may ride for 15 cents, notwithstanding 
the fact that the latter is transported a 
longer distance than the former. The 
attention of the board was called to the 
discrepancies aod a promise given that 
the matter would receive early attention.

Board of Trade. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Trade was held Wednesday evening. 
President Williams presided. 

After the routine business, during 
which several were admitted to member- 
ship, the topic of the evening was 
taken up. This was the subject of 
providing tenements for the employes of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Co, There 
was quite a lengthy discussion on the 


subject, during which the need of more 
tenements in the Ward Two district 
was set forth. 


It was brought out that at the pres 
ent time there was a decided lack of 
tenements, and as a result many who 
would become residents of Quincy are 
obliged to seek homes elsewhere, and 
that it was also a detriment to the busi- 
ness of the Fore River Company. 

It was voted to appoint a committee 
to take up the subject, and to confer 
with the Fore River officials as to the 
best method of supplying new tene- 
ments, either with local or outside cap- 
ital. 

Vice President Piper, chairman of 
the special committee on street railway 
fares reported that the committee had 
held a conference with Railroad Com- 
missioners, The committee was told 
that it would be necessary for the mat- 
ter to be brought before them in the 
form of a petition, and that the com- 
mission would then give them a_hear- 
ing at the earliest possible time. 


Contract Signed. 


President Bowles of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company has telegraphed 
from Washington, that he has signed 
the contract with the U.S. Govern- 
ment for the construction of one of the 
20,000 ton battleships, authorized by 
the last Congress. The Fore River 
Company was awarded one of these 
ships to build sometime ago, but cer- 
tain details as to time and other mat- 
ters held up the signing of the actual 
contract until now. 

This great vessel has no name at the 
present time, being known as ‘‘No, 20"" 
and the question of her name is one 
which is receiving considerable atten- 
tion. Itis likely that the sister ship 
will be named Delaware and there has 
been quitea deal of talk about naming 
the other one of these two immense 
battleships the New York, There is in 
the navy at the present time a cruiser 
named New York and the suggestion 
has been made that this cruiser 
might have conferred upon it the name 
of some other city in the state of New 
York, thus releasing the name of the 
empire state to be given as the official 
designation of this new battleship. 

The cost of battleship No, 29 to be 
built at Quincy is $4,480,000, and the 
two vessels together will use up 8377 
tons of armor plate, 


Granite Fountain. 


The contract for cutting the drinking 
fountain to be presented to the town of 
Milton bas been awarded to Joss Bros. 
Co,, and will be cut of medium Quincy 


stock. The fountain consists of seven 
courses in addition to the basin. Five 
of these are above the basin and two 


below. The bottom base is 3-10 by 3-10, 
and on the face of the second base will 
appear the inscription ‘‘Presented by 
William B. Weston, re 2 

The basin is 6 by 56 by 1-6, and in 
addition toa place for horses to drisk 
hasa small basin for dogs and other 
animals. The water to quench the 
thirst of man comes from a bronze head 
on the first course above the basin. On 
the fourth course in raised polished 
letters is the inscription ‘‘Adams Ale 
for Man and Keast.’’ 

The whole is to be surmounted by a 
cap. The total height of the fountain 
is ten feet.

Household Receipts. 


Peach Cream. To one pint of 
peach juice add one pint of warm 
water, in which one quarter of a cup 
of gelatine has been dissolved. When 
cold add one wineglass of port wine 
one of brandy, one pint of whipped 


cream, and sugar sufficient to suit 
taste. Then freeze. 
Cauliflower Au Gratin. Use canned 


cauliflower or boil a fresh head for 
about thirty minutes. Drain and sep- 
arate into small pieces. Put a thin 
layer of breadcrumbs in the bottom 
of a baking dish, then put the cauli- 
flower in, pouring over it a~ thick 
cream sauce; sprinkle with grated 
cheese and put into the oven to be- 
come a delicate brown. Serve at 
once. 


Banana Custard. Two tablespoon- 
fuls of corn starch mixed smooth in 
a little cold water, one cupful of 
granulated sugar, one-third of a cup 
of butter, stir together in a stewing 
pan, pour on one quart of boiling wa- 
ter, add the yolks of three eggs beaten 
light and stir over the fire until thick. 
When cold add three or four bananas 
minced quite fine. Beat the whites 
of the eggs to a stiff froth, with three 
tablespoonfuls of powered sugar and 
the juice of half a lemon, and heap 
on top of the custard. 


Cream of Corn Soup. Cut from the 
ear enough corn to make a pint, or 
use its equivalent in canned corn. 
Add a pint of plain white stock or 
simply cold water, let it come to a 
boil, and cook in ten minutes. Mean- 
time add a sliced onion to a quart of 
milk in the double boiler, and heat to 
the boiling point. In a third sauce- 
pan, if you have room on the stove. 
put the cobs with a cup of water 
and let them simmer, to extract any 
flavor remaining. When the milk 
reaches the boiling point, add it to 
the cooked corn and thicken with a 
tablespoonful of flour blended with 
a tablespoonful of butter, and cooked 
to a creamy consistency, with a little 
of the hot soup. 
with the hot liquid, in which the cobs 
were steamed; cook for ten minutes, 
then strain through a puree sieve, 
pressing through as much of the corp 
and onion as will go. Add a table- 
spoonful of cream or butter and a cup- 
ful of half-inch cubes of browned 
croutons or souffle balls, and serve 
as hot as possible.

To Elevate Tracks. 

The work of abolishing the grade 
crossings between Quincy and Boston 
has been delayed by a difference of 
opinion as to the most feasible plan. 
The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. desired 
to raise the tracks between Savin 
Hill and Atlantic, but has encountered 
some opposition from real estate in- 
terests at Harrison Square and Ne- 
ponset, and from the city of Boston, 
which desired the tracks depressed, 
but a special commission decided in 
railroad, and now the 
Railroad Commissioners have issued 
a certificate approving the same . It 
reads in part as follows: 

“The physical conditions in the 
neighborhood of the crossings which 
jit is proposed to abolish make any 
plan for their elimination by depress- 
ing the railroad objectionable. 

“Experience proves that while a 
railroad can be maintained at this 
low level with reference to tide- water 
it involves the possible serious inter- 
ference at times with traffic, and this 
fact is a sufficient reason why the de- 
cision of the special commission to 
raise rather than lower the railroad 
is a wise conclusion. 

“To the suggestion that the rail- 
road be raised to a greater height at 
Neponset and this higher grade car- 
ried to the station at Atlanic, the 
reply is that this higher elevation 
would interfere with the advantageous 
development of important tracts of 
land that will call for the construc- 
tion of side tracks to meet commercial 
uses for which these premises are pe- 
culiarly adapted. 

“Walnut street is a  long-estab- 
lished thoroughfare, and to disturb ft 
will seriously annoy the occupants of 
adjoining estates, but the plan of the 
commission provides an adequate sub- 
stitute for this highway as far as the 
general public is concerned, and it 
would be little less than folly to leave 
that crossing at grade when the oth- 
ers are being removed under the es- 
tablished policy of the state in protec- 
tion of human life. 

“No plan for abolishing grade cross- 
ings can be devised that will not 
opposition from private in- 
terests that are necessarily invaded. 
The plan which is presented in this 
instance,” (raising the grade), “is one 
which upon the whole accomplishes 
the largest possible benefit with the 
least interference with private prop- 
erty, and is therefore approved.”

An Attractive Building. 


Bids for building the proposed 
United States Post Office building in 
Quincy have been advertised for and 
will be opened in Washington on 
Sept. 4. The specifications accom- 
panying the plans call for the com- 
pletion of the building Dec. 1, 1908. 

The building is to be of sandstone 
with granite trimmings, which are to 
be more or less elaborately carved 
after they are in place. It is to be 
one story and will have a frontage 
on Washington street of 86 feet and 
on Maple street of 32 feet. The main 
entrance is from the centre of the 
Washington street front a flight of 
stone steps leading to double door. 
Inside of this double door is a re- 
volving door. There is also an en- 
trance at the southerly front near 
Maple place, a revolving door being 
also placed between the entrance 
and the main corridor. This corridor 
extends along the whole front and is 
14 feet 10 inches wide. 

It will have marble borders and 
wainscoting and the floor will be ter- 
razzo. The office screen work sets 
on the marble wainscoting. In this 
screen are the stamp and general de- 
livery windows. On the north end is 
the money order office, 14 feet 10 
inches wide, and extending back 28 
feet with an opening into the main 
workroom. 

On the southerly end is the letter 
carriers’ window and the office of the 
postmaster. This room is 14 feet 10 
inches by 18 feet and commands the 
main workroom. 

In the rear of the postmaster's of- 
fice is a ladies’ retiring and toilet 
room, The main workroom is in the 
centre of the building and is 52 feet 
wide and 44 feet deep. There are al- 
so two small entrances to the build- 
ing from Maple street also an entrance 
to the basement. 

In the main basement are the boil- 
ers and heating apparatus. Here 
there is also a_ carriers’ waiting or 
lounging room, as well as their toilet 
rooms. 

On each side of the main entrance 
are tall pillars upon which lights 
will be located, while on the corners 
of the building are ornamental brack- 
ets for lights. 

There is also a panel over the main 
entrance upon which appears. the 
words “United States Postoffice.” 

From what can be told by consulta- 


tion of the plans in the hands of 
Postmaster Hammond, the _ building, 
while but one story high, will be a 


substantial looking structure and an 


ornament to the city. 


More Water ised 


With day after day 
and almost no heavy 


of dry weather 
rains, July saw 
a sudden increase in the use of wate: 
from the Metropolitan mains practi- 


cally all over the district, says ‘the 
Milton record. Household purposes 
naturally called for more water dur- 


ing such a month, but it is interest- 
ing to note by the figures tabulated 
this week by the Metropolitan Water 
Board that much of the increase came 
from the use of hose for watering 
lawns, etc. 

The indication of this fact is, that 
the sudden jump in consumption came 
uniformly in the outlying towns, where 
lawns are common and extensive, or 
where population is greater in sum- 
mer; whereas the figures for the 
thickly populated cities showed only 
a slight increase from June to July. 

Milton was somewhat of an excep- 
tion to this generalization, for her in- 
crease per capita per day was from 
56 gallons in June to 57 in July. But 
Swampscott, with many lawns and in- 
creased summer population, went from 
76 to 96; and Nahant, similarly situ- 
ated, went from 59 to 79. Belmont 
went from 94 to 108; Watertown, from 
to 80; Arlington, with its many 
market gardens, from 99 to 125; Mal- 
den, from 51 to 52. 

Among the thickly-populated parts 
of the district, the slower increase is 
shown by the _ following: Boston 
went from 152 to 154; Chelsea, from 
88 to 89; Melrose, from 121 to 122; 
Medford, from 111 to 112; while Som- 
erville and Everett remained respec- 
tively at 93 and 80. Quincy went 
from 108 to 117. 

The district as a whole went from 
120 to 133 gallons per capita per day, 
as compared with 128 gallons per 
capita per day for the whole of the 
year 1906.

New Law on The Jury List. 


There have been no criticisms of 
the jury lists as prepared in Quincy 
but reforms are needed in some cities. 
If there is any place where men of 
intelligence are necessary it is in 
the jury panel, and many a time jus- 
tice has miscarried because of the un- 
fitness of the jury. Many a man has 
procured his own or friend’s name 
to be placed in the jury box to be 
drawn from, who were totally unfit 
for the position, but were placed there 
simply through favor. 

The new law went into effect last 
month. Under the old law, the jury 
list was prepared in January or 
February. Under the new law it 
will not be prepared until July, and 
it will be necessary to select one man 
for jury duty from every 100 popula- 
tion. The in preparing 
the list, are required to investigate 
the qualifications and fitness of men 
for duty, and in such investigation 
may enlist the aid of the police and 
citizens to secure the information de- 
sired.

Grand Larceny. 


For a long time there has been a

Preserved Melon. Muskmelons, or 
cantaloupes, that are underripe and 
the rind of watermelons may be pre- 
served in this manner: Make a syrup 
of sugar and water, one pound of 
sugar to a quart of water; when the 
syrup is boiling drop in the melon 
and allow to stand until the next day; 
then pour off the syrup; let it heat 
to boiling point and pour over the 
melon slices and let stand until cold.

The night illumination of the 
mighty torrent at Niagara Falls is 
now assured and the pian for light- 
ing the mist and water is unquestion- 
ably the greatest feat ever conceived 


in electrical illumination. The great 
falls, bathed in dazzling light sur- 
pass in grandeur and _ spectacular 


effect anything of its kind ever seen 
before. 

W. D’A. Ryan, illuminating engi- 
neer, has the work in charge and the 
falls were illuminated for the first 
time Thursday night, Augudt 15th, 
1907. The lighting scheme for this 
enormous undertaking is on a scale 
never attempted before and a new in- 
vention the color scintillator, is 
utilized for producing color effects 
which make the falling water far 
more beautiful and impressive by 
night than by day.

All alone the big searchlights are anu 
exhibition worth traveling far to see, 
but when used in connection with 
the new scintillators the wonderful 
effect which can be produced beg- 
gars description. 

The color scintillator consists of 
a net work of steam pipes which 
will be used to augment the clowl 
effects of the flying mists. In front 
big light projectors are 
mounted on wheels containing large 
gelatin disks which are revolved 
slowly. With the changing of the 
color disks the beams of light are 
variegated with kaleidescopic effect 
producing a color scheme on the 
mist and water only excelled by the 
great Northern lights. This appar- 
atus was but recently perfected by the 
of the General Electric 
and has never been used 
or abroad, although it 
was given a thorough test a few 
months ago. The attachments 
tint the waters carmine, crimson, 
orange, yellow, green, blue, violet of 
the purest shades and the rising 
clouds of mist blend the colors into 
hues and tints like a glorious sun- 
set.

Br. Horace Mann Willard. 


Dr: Horace Mann Willard, princi- 
pal of the Quincy Mansion schooi 
and an ex-Councilman, passed away 
on Saturday, at the age of 65 years. 
He had been in failing health fo: 
several months. 

It was in 1898, when Hon. Russell 
A. Sears was Mayor that Dr. Willard 
served the city as councilman being 
a member of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and also the Committee 
on Streets. 

Dr. Willard was born in Canter- 
bury, Conn., March 24, 1842. His 
father was a personal friend of Hon. 
Horace Mann, for whom he was 
named. 

Dr. Willard was well known in 
educational circles both in this state 
and Vermont. He was a_ graduate 
of Brown university, and became 
active in the cause of education im- 
mediately after being graduated 
from that institution. He was in- 
strumental in the founding of Ver- 
mont academy at Saxton’s River, Vt., 
and was its first principal. He was 


at the head of the school about 15 
years. 

In 1890 he went to West Bridge- 
water and assumed charge of the 


Howard seminary when it was on a 
very poor financial footing, and by 
persistent work built it up until it 
became one of the leading insititu- 
tions in the country, 

Dr. Willard was at one time sup- 
erintendent of public schools in the 
cities of Gloucester and Newton, and 
was a member of the school board at 
West Bridgewater, and one of the 
board of directors of its public li- 
brary. Having enjoyed the privileges 
of extensive travel abroad and in 
this country, he had something more 
than a theoretical knowledge of ed- 
ucational matters and affairs. He re- 
ceived the degree of master of arts 
at Brown university in 1867, and the 
honorary degree of doctor of science 
in 1893. 

In 1896 Dr. Willard purchased the 
Quincy mansion in Wollaston park 
and opened a school for young wo- 
men. From the start the Quincy 
mansion school was a success, and 
today is attended by young women 
from all parts of this country, and 
from foreign countries. 

Dr. Willard has been assisted in 
the management of the school by his 
wife, almost as well known as an 
educator as Dr. Willard himself. 

Mrs. Willard was formerly Miss 
Ruth Saunders of Fall River. She 
became principal of the Bridgewater 
Academy. She became the wife of 
Dr. Willard, July 11, 1872, and has 
been valuable assistant in his 
work, especially in Quincy.

The Milford News, a Democratic 
newspaper, under date of August 19, 
1907, referring to the recent annual 
festival of the employes of the 
Draper Co., at Hopedale, reflects the 
impressions of the people in the fol- 
lowing interesting observations of 
the event: 

“The slaves are free today.” As 4 
representative of this paper was wan- 
dering about Hopedale Saturday tak- 
ing in the sights of that joyous holi- 
day, he chanced to come upon two 
young men, evidently strangers, one 
of whom voiced the foregoing re- 
mark. The newspaper man scanned 
the speaker’s countenance sharply 
but could catch not a tremor to tell 
whether the utterance was in jest or 
earnest. It was based, of course, 
upon the Hearst diatribes on spot- 
less town; and as the Hearst paper 
made no reference to the doings of 
the great holiday, it must be plain 
that the author of the remark was 
not a seribe in its employ—or else 
he could not find food for the mud 
machine. 

As slaves, owned body and soul by 
the Drapers, it must appear that the 
Hopedale residents possess a rare 
faculty of casting off the yoke on 
their great holiday. The immense 
crowd in attendance on this festal 
occasion presented a truly cosmopoli- 
tan aspect, as to nationality. All 
nations and orders of society were 
represented in the vast throng that 
plunged into the pleasures of th» 
hour with hearty zest. It was also 
apparent that many of them were 
attracted from other places more or 
less remote from Hopedale, and it 
was utterly impossible to distinguish 
between the victims of the Draper 
yoke and the free born Americans 
who are clear of serfdom. 

The affair was in reality a festival 
of labor. Those in charge of the 
exercises were employes of this great 
juggernaut of oppression for the 
working man. It is doubtful if any 
industrial concern in New England, 
if, indeed, in the United States, can 
parallel the annual festival of the 
great Draper works. If any one 
totally unacquainted with the charac- 
ter of the occasion or with the en- 
vironment surrounding it had hap- 
pened to drop into the little town 
on that day and witnessed the ex- 
uberance of joy that shone on the 
multitude of faces, he would have 
been put to his stumps to guess what 
was behind and underneath it. But 
if he had chanced to read some of 
the choice literature embellished with 
flaring cuts, which statedly appears 
in the Hearst papers, he would—well, 
he might call, to mind the story of 
Ananias.

Harry Stone, the alleged  pick- 


pocket arrested in Boston on Tues- 
day night by Inspector McKay, for 
the larceny of a diamond pin from 
Mr. Yray on a trolley car at Nahant, 
was arraigned in the Nahant court 
on Wednesday for robbery, and was 
held in $1,000 for his appearance 
next Friday.

Pickpockets in Court. 


The continued cases of Harry Stone 
and Edward Murphy, the two alleged 
pickpockets, came up in court last 
Saturday on continuance. There were 
two complaints against Stone, one 
for attempting larceny and one for 
assault on an officer.

The public have some rights. This 
is an important matter in which the 
public of the Commonwealth in 
general have an interest.

Victim of a Fraud. 


Eward L. Bean, the well known 
undertaker of Franklin street, has 
been put to a great deal of inconven-

How to Burn Coal. 


The United States Government 
through the Technologic branch of 
the Geological Survey now in opera- 
tion at the Jamestown Exposition a 
fuel testing plant of more than 1,000 
horse power, the object being to 
teach the people of the country how 
to burn coal. That they do not 
know is evidenced from the insignifi- 
cant amount of power obtained from 
the coal used in the ordinary steam 
boilers. A house wife taking a bar- 
rel of flour and getting one biscuit 
from it is doing almost as well from 
an economic standpoint as the aver- 
age consumer of coal is with his 
fuel. 

In order to stop this tremendous 
waste, which threatens, if kept up, 
to exhaust the coal fields of the 
country within a short period of 
time, the government has equipped 
this great plant with boilers, en- 
gines and testing apparatus of the 
latest design, and has assigned a 
number of the best known fuel ex- 
perts of the United States to conduct 
the tests, 

The plant is a continuation of the 
experiments at St. Louis, Mo., which 
opened the eyes of manufacturers 
}and scientists to the ruthless waste 
| of the natural resources of the coun- 
try that is going on.

Naturalization kaws: 


Editor of the Patriot: 


Having received many inquiries in 
regard to the time and place and 
general law in regard to naturaliza- 
tion, I take the liberty of asking you 
for the use of your valuable columns 
for the following description of the 
law in regard to naturalization. The 
nearest court for Quincy is the 
United States Court located in the 
Post-Office building in Boston, where 
notices and declarations may be filed 
any day between the hours of 9 and 
2 o'clock.

When the Committee on Public 
Buildings of the City Council visited 
the new school building at Atlantic 
Saturday they saw what is probably 
the best building in the city. It is a 
handsome building in every Way and

The architects of the building were 
Hurd & Gore, and the contractors 
Marr Bros. There has not been a 
hitch of any kind between the admin- 
istration and the architect or  con- 
tractor and everything has gone along 
smoothly, a striking contract to the 
High school where there was nothing 
but hitches from the first to last. 

The contract for the building was 
let in November, 1906, and work soon 
commenced. The contract price was 
$57,512, and it is safe to say that the 
building was built within the contract 
price. 

The building is of brick with Quincey 
granite trimmings, and an ornament 
to any city. It has a frontage on 
Newbury avenue of 168 ft., 4 in., and 
an extreme depth of about 77 ft. 5 in. 
The width of the main building is 48 
ft. 2 in. and of the rear L 29 ft. 3 in. 
This L has a length of 104 ft. 4 in. 

In addition to the main entrance on 
Newbury avenue, is an entrance on 
each end of the building, and it is in- 
tended that the pupils shall enter by 
these doors. They lead directly into 
the main corridor.

think that there should be changes in 
the city charter. That the Commis- 
sioner carries too much responsibility. 
That the school houses should be 
under the care of School Committee; 
and other changes are needed. 

Now, if we understand the charter 
rightly, it was the intention of those 
who framed it, that there should be 
but one head to the city; that one 
man should be responsible for the 
affairs of the city; and if he neglected 
his duties, or was not capable 
handling the business of a city of 
twenty-five or thirty thousand, the 
voters were given full power to turn 
him out after one year’s trial and put 
in @ more competent person. 

The Mayor was given full power to 
appoint capable men to do the city 
work, and if he found any person he 
had appointed to a position, who had 
not enough ability to fill the office, he 
could remove him and place a more 
competent man in his place, He did 
not have to wait and ask the voters 
or anybody else; the power was in 
his own hands, which seems to be 
the only way to manage any large 
business successfully. 

If the city chooses six or more per- 
sons to have control of the various de- 
partments of the city you cannot hold 
the Mayor responsible if the work is 
not well done. 

It would appear to a stranger look- 
ing into the matter as if the voters 
did not elect a gentleman capable of 
taking charge of a big business, 
where several hundred thousands of 
dollars are spent yearly, or that the 
city did not allow the Mayor sufficient 
pay to properly attend to the duties 
of the office. 

The Mayor has his hands somewhat 
tied. He must employ only those the 
yoters say; no matter if he can get 
the work done quicker, better and 
cheaper. Few gentlemen of ability 
are willing to put up with the kicks 
and abuse the Mayor is apt to re- 
ceive for the paltry sum of $1,000, 
which the Mayor in Quincy is paid.

Councilman Walter S. Pinkham won 
the four-sided contest in the Sixth 
Norfolk district by a plurality of 41. 
In a total vote of 856 he received 306, 
to 265 for Louis F. R. Langelier, 193 
for Edward J. Sandberg, and 74 for 
John E. Poland. There were only 18 
blanks. 

Representative Sandberg who was 
a candidate for a third term received 
less than one-fifth of the total vote. 
He was high man in his own ward, 
where he almost had a walkover, but 
he received no support from Wollas- 
ton and Atlantic. 

Ex-Councilman Poland was second 
in his own ward, where he received 
most of his vote; he was third in the 
Wollaston ward with 23. 

Ex-Councilman Langelier received 
a handsome vote in Atlantic, his own 
ward, 173 in a total of 260; he was a 
good second in Ward Five, and tied 
for second place in Ward Four. Had 
Ward Six been united he would have 
won.

Manufactures Handicapped. 


Editors of the Patriot: 


I would like to ask through the col- 
umns of your paper if it-is not about 
time that something be done to relieve 
the freight situation at Quincy Adams. 
There have been committees appoint- 
ed by the city authorities, Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association, Board of 
Trade and Citizens’ Association and 
they have waited upon the railroad 
people and have always receive the 
assurance that the matter was under 
consideration, etc., etc., and that the 
work of improving facilities was un- 
derway. 

I have been a member of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association for nearly 
twenty years, and almost every year 
there has been a committee appointed 
to try to induce the railroad company 
to have something done. The result 
of all the work on the part of the 
committees has amounted to absolute- 
ly nothing, as the conditions that pre- 
vail today are worse than they have 
been. 

lt am perhaps more interested in 
this matter than a great many, as my 
teams do about seventy-five percent of 
the hauling to the freight yard; and 
when a teamster reports at night that 
all he has been able to do that day 
was to earn one dollar, with a pair of 
horses, it appears to me that the 
limit has been reached. This is not 
a single instance, as it has happened 
before. It is nothing unusual for a 
teamster to report two loads or three 
loads a day, which at $1.00 per load it 
can be readily seen that a teamster 
cannot earn his wages, to say nothing 
about the feeding of horses and other 
expenses. 

In my judgment, instead of going to 
the railroad people any longer, to beg, 
entreat and implore, the time has ar- 
rived when we should go to the Rail- 
road Commissioners, and demand that 
to which we are entitled. I believe 
there is not another town or city in 
this Commonwealth that would allow 
the railroad to impose upon them in 
the manner in which they have used 
us. I would like to have our city 
authorities and the several associa- 
tions take this matter up at once and 
insist upon some definite time being 
stated when the new derrick is to be 
installed; and in the meantime to de- 
mand that what facilities they have at 
present, with which to handle the 
business, be worked to their full 
capacity, and not half their meagre 
outfit lying idle. 

Think of it, a granite centre, known 
all over the country as the producer 
of the celebrated Quincy granite, with 
a derrick whose capacity is ten tons, 
and when there is a stone to handle 
at the freight yard that weighs ten or 
more tons, to handle that one stone 
the whole apparatus is tied up for 
nearly a day, when with proper ap- 
pliances it should be handled in less 
than ten minutes. 

There is more to this than just the 
teamster’s part. The position in which 
it places the manufacturer of granite 
work is most unfair. In the first 
place, it is nothing unusual for fin- 
ished work to remain at the freight 
yard one or two weeks after its ar- 
rival there, before it is placed on the 
cars. In the meantime the customer 
for the monument is anxiously await- 
ing its arrival, being unaware of the 
fact that it has really not started upon 
its journey. 

Then, again, the appliances are so 
crude and the facilities so poor, that 
there are many finished monuments 
badly broken and bruised in handling 
(no fault of the men that are doing 
the work, as they are doing as well 
as any men could under like circum- 
stances) and the result is that when 
the goods arrive at destination, they 
are in such condition that the cus- 
tomer refuses, in a great many in- 
stances, to accept the goods without 
sufficient allowance to enable him to 
put the work in proper shape. The 


manufacturer has to stand for all 
the delay, abuse and monetary loss. 
I enclose a clipping from a Boston 
paper:
